School bus gets stuck 

Was school back in session too soon?

Making the call to go to 
school or not when monitoring 
the condition of roads after 
already missing seven days is 
a row a tough decision. After a 
Fulton County School bus was 
stuck in the Henry Addition on 
Wednesday morning, Feb. 25 
some parents, especially those 
with students on the bus, were 
not pleased school administrators 
made the call to put the buses on 
the roadways, even on a one hour 
delay schedule. 

“I for one was not pleased to 
learn that the bus my children 
were on Wednesday morning got 
stuck,” stated Jamie Goodrich. 
“The kids, faculty, staff and bus 
drivers’ safety should have been 
the #1 priority in the decision to 
return to school or take another 


day. Side roads were still a 
mess.” 

Many others chimed in (via 
Facebook), agreeing with 
Goodrich, that maybe the school 
administration should have taken 
another day, all citing safety as 
their main concern. 

It was noted that the students 
had to walk down a road in 
the cold to get on another bus 
that came to pick them up and 
transport them to school. 

Others started blaming the 
county for not clearing the 
roads. 

Some added that they choose 
to take their children to school 
themselves, but agreed school 
should have been cancelled for 
another day. 

Goodrich noted that the option 
is there to take your kids to school 
yourself, but she and others, 


unfortunately, don’t always have 
that option. “If school is going to 
be in session the bus routes should 
be safe and clear,” reiterated 
Goodrich. “Not to mention the 
number of faculty members that 
had to take a chance with unsafe 
driving conditions in areas.” 

Hickman County and Carlisle 
County Schools were back in 
session on Wednesday, Feb. 25, 
but Obion County in Tennessee 
did not go back to school until 
Friday, Feb. 27. Lake County 
went back on Thursday, Feb. 26, 
running buses on roads that were 
passable. 

At one time, Fulton County 
board members did discuss the 
possibility of adding an alternate 
bus route during inclement 
weather or when road conditions 
were hazardous in some areas, 
but not all. With safety as the #1 


priority, would that have been an 
option? 

According to KRS 158.110 
“Board of education may provide 
transportation from their general 
funds or otherwise for any pupil 
of any grade to the nearest 
school....” Meaning the district 
is not required by law to provide 
transportation, but may choose to 
do so. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
encourages families to place 
their children on buses instead 
of driving them to school in 
personal vehicles. Their website 
states, “Students are about 50 
times more likely to arrive at 
school alive if they take the bus 
than if they drive themselves or 
ride with friends. But did you

HFRECC and Gibson EMC

The Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC (HFRECC) and Gibson

“We believe a 
consolidation with Gibson EMC 
could further benefit our members 
through improved reliability, 
lower rates and expanded 
services.” Kimbell said that it is 
too early in the process to provide 
specific information about these 
areas, but explained that the in- 
depth study will provide the 
factual information the boards 
can evaluate and communicate to 
their cooperative memberships.

I’m so sorry you have to go 
through this, but I’m glad to hear 
you were in good enough shape 
financially to handle the burden. 
That means you were both very 
wise with your money. 

My advice is to pre-plan, but 
don’t prepay. As you discovered, 
having to make important 
decisions in the midst of that 
kind of grief is a hard thing to 
do. Sometimes, people are so 
emotional during times like these 
that they make bad decisions. 
So, pre-planning and making 
selections ahead of time is a great 
idea. 

But it’s never a good idea to 
prepay for this kind of thing, 
and here’s why. If you live to 
an average age, for what you’d 
prepay today at age 45, you 
could invest the amount, be self- 
insured for that kind of thing, 
and in all likelihood have a ton 
of money sitting there when your 
time comes.

Beware of boasting (Romans 
3:27,8).

It is easier to follow the “My 
Plate” philosophy on nutrition 
by choosing a variety of foods, 
especially proteins. Protein 
foods include both animal (meat, 
poultry, seafood, and eggs) and 
plant (beans, peas, soy products, 
nuts, and seeds) sources. We 
all need protein - but most 
Americans eat enough, and some 
eat more than they need. 

Most people, ages 9 and older, 
should eat 5 to 7 ounces of 
protein. 

Aging decreases the body’s 
ability to absorb protein in 
addition to decreasing the amount 
of protein that is created in the 
body. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture suggest that males 
who are ages 51 and older, with 
a moderate level of activity, 
consume 5.5 ounces of protein 
daily, while females in the same 
age group are recommended to 
eat 5.0 ounces of protein daily. 
Protein intake may be adjusted 
up to 6.5 ounces for males and 
5.5 ounces for females based on 
higher levels of activity.

Here are several tips on ways 
to make sure you are getting the 
protein you need: 

• Vary your protein food choices 

- Eat a variety of foods from the 
Protein Foods Group each week. 
Experiment with main dishes 
made with beans or peas, nuts, 
soy, and seafood. 

• Choose seafood twice a week 

- Eat seafood in place of meat 
or poultry twice a week. Select a 
variety of seafood-include some 
that are higher in oils and low in 
mercury, such as salmon, trout, 
and herring. 

• Make meat and poultry lean or 
low fat - Choose lean or low-fat 
cuts of meat like round or sirloin 
and ground beef that is at least 
90% lean. Trim or drain fat from 
meat and remove poultry skin. 

• Eat plant protein foods more 
often-Try beans and peas (kidney, 
pinto, black, or white beans, split 
peas, chickpeas, hummus) soy 
products (tofu, tempeh, veggie 
burgers), nuts, and seeds. They 
are naturally low in saturated fat 
and high in fiber. 

• Nuts and seeds - Choose 
unsalted nuts or seeds as a snack, 
on salads, or in main dishes to 
replace meat or poultry. Nuts and 
seeds are a concentrated source 
of calories, so eat small portions 
to keep calories in check. 

• Keep it tasty and healthy 

- Try grilling, broiling, roasting 
or baking - they don’t add extra 
fat. Some lean meats need slow, 
moist cooking to be tender - try 
a slow cooker for them. Avoid 
breading meat or poultry, which 
adds calories. 

• Think small when it comes 
to meat portions - Get the flavor 
you crave but in a smaller portion. 
Make or order a smaller burger or 
a “petite” size steak. 

• Check the sodium - Check 
the Nutrition Facts label to limit 


sodium. Salt is added to many 
canned foods - including beans 
and meats. Many processed meats 

- such as ham, sausage, and hot 
dogs - are high in sodium. Some 
fresh chicken, turkey, and pork 
are brined in a salt solution for 
flavor and tenderness.

also know that your child is 
much safer riding the bus than 
being driven by you? Add in 
the environment and financial 
benefits, and it’s hard to find a 
reason to send your kids to school 
any other way.” 

Other facts listed on the NHTS A 
website include the following: 

• School buses are designed to 
be safer than passenger vehicles in 
avoiding crashes and preventing 
injury. 

• School buses are the safest 
mode of transportation for getting 
children back and forth to school. 

• School buses keep an annual 
estimated 17.3 million cars off 
roads surrounding schools each 
morning. 

Retired bus driver Jim Williams 
whose route included all of east 
Hickman, Davis Park and east 
of Seventh Street believes that 
Fulton County Superintendent 
Aaron Collins and Director of 
Transportation Dale Jackson have 
a very difficult job. “They are both 
outstanding men and love their 
school and students,” he said. 
“They would never intentionally 
put the safety of the students in 
danger. They called off for seven 
straight days. They thought they 
could get the students there safely 
or they never would have made 
the decision to go.” 

Williams also points out that 
Fulton County has some of the 
best, if not the best bus drivers in 
the state. “They would never take 
a risk with your kids either.” 

Williams performed training 
for the bus drivers in the district. 
“First thing we tell new drivers 
when we train them is ‘Safety 
above Schedule,’ even if you have 
to drive 25 mph, get them there 
safely.” 

In his 15 years of driving 
Williams never had a weather 
related accident. “There are 
other things to consider when 
transporting children on school

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buses,” he said, “Such as dogs 
darting out in front of you, fog, 
driving back in the dark on a 
rainy night for a school related 
event and even the actions of the 
children.” 

“Statistics show that a bus driver 
makes a lot of decisions while out 
on a bus route,” added Williams. 
“You definitely have to be on your 
toes at all times, not just when the 
roads may be hazardous.” 

Bus monitors have assisted the 
drivers, immensely, when it comes 
to distractions, Williams pointed 
out. “Kids would call out my name 
and want to tell me something, but 
I had to keep focused on driving,” 
he said. “Disciplining the students 
isn’t always an easy decision 
either, but decisions regarding 
how to handle that also have to be 
made.” 

Back to road conditions, 
Williams noted if you went by 
the condition of Cedar Hill or 
Bond Hill in Hickman, that area 
itself would be enough to cancel 
school for an extended period of 
time. “If that area was iffy we 
would also look at Brownsville,” 
said Williams. “Usually you can 
pretty well determine by looking 
at the city roads as to what call to 
make.” 

Williams knows that it is a 
privilege to have school buses 
transport the students to and from 
school, not a law. “I was a bus 
driver because I love the students,” 
he said. “I did it for them.” 

Many mornings during times 
of inclement weather he would 
wake up and call Jackson to see 
if a decision had been made. 
“He would already be headed in 
to town, checking the roads out 
beginning at 4 a.m., before making 
the call,” he said. 

Williams remembers an incident 
a couple of years ago involving 
inclement weather. “We had 
already started picking the kids 
up to take them to school when 
it started to snow,” he said. “The 
decision was made to take them to 
school instead of turning around 
and taking them back home.” It 
was later determined that the buses 
couldn’t get them home safely so 
parents were called in to pick up 
the students that could and others 
were transported home in vehicles 
equipped with four wheel drive. 

“That is the only time I remember 
when a decision was made and it 
didn’t pan out,” Williams noted. 
“Sometimes you just never know. 
It is always a judgement call.” 

“Our goal, in all we do, is to be 
safe and proficient,” commented 
Supt. Collins. “On Wednesday, 
Feb. 25, we had a bus become 
stuck in the Henry Addition Area. 
Proper procedures and protocols 
were followed and the Director 
of Transportation immediately 
went to evaluate the situation. The 
bus, students, and staff were never 
in harms way. A second bus was 
brought in, students were safely 
moved to that bus and arrived 
safely on Fulton County School 
District property at 9 a.m.”

HFRECC and Gibson 
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Gibson EMC Board Chairman 
Steve Sanders added, “Both 
of our boards feel it is prudent 
for our co-ops to go through 
this process, but like HFRECC, 
Gibson EMC’s board will only go 
forward if doing so will benefit 
our members for the long-term. 
And, as not-for-profit, member- 
owned and member-controlled 
cooperatives, we are committed 
to openly communicating to our 
members and employees what we 
learn.” 

Kimbell and Sanders have 
signed a memorandum of 
understanding that sets out the 
next steps and the required 
outcomes to move forward. Once 
the study is completed, the boards 
will again independently vote 
whether or not to proceed with 
the process that could lead to a 
consolidation. The memorandum 
of understanding establishes the 
decision criteria. It states that for 
the good of both cooperatives and 
to add value for their members, 
a consolidation should: (1) save 


money for members, (2) ensure 
that nobody gets hurt (through the 
protection of employees’ jobs), 
and (3) create a better utility. 
If, after the in-depth study, both 
boards vote to proceed, then 
HFRECC’s membership would 
vote. If HFRECC’s members 
support the consolidation, then 
Gibson EMC’s members would 
vote. The co-ops’ memberships 
ultimately would make any 
consolidation decision. 

The electric systems of Gibson 
EMC and HFRECC connect along 
the Tennessee and Kentucky 
border. HFRECC serves about 
3,700 residents and businesses 
in Fulton, Hickman, Carlisle 
and Graves counties in Western 
Kentucky and portions of Obion 
and Lake counties in Northwest 
Tennessee. Gibson EMC serves 
about 35,000 members in parts 
of eight Northwest Tennessee 
counties (Crockett, Dyer, Gibson, 
Haywood, Lake, Lauderdale, 
Obion and Madison).

bridge. I am still working with 
the engineers to see if we can 
do a crawler or will need to stay 
with a pedestal type crane.” 

He also added that a new feature 
that port crane users are installing 
is a camera installed on the tip of 
the boom to look directly down 
in the barge. “The cameras are 
about $10,000, but worth it, when 
you consider we will be spending 
about $500,000 and it will help 
us not have an employee down 
in the barge,” added Curlin. 

“We have received notification 
from Senator Mitch McConnell’s 
office that the Elvis Stahr Harbor 
will receive funding for dredging 
this summer,” Curlin said. “We 
will receive the same amount 
of funding as in 2014, about 
$625,000.” The funding is a part 
of the Mississippi River and 
Tributaries Maintenance for 2015. 
This funding will not cover the 
cost of dredging the entire harbor 
but will keep the mouth and most 
of the harbor open in low water 
conditions. Last year the Riverport 
received matching funding from 
the State of Kentucky through the 
Water Transportation Advisory 
Board to dredge the Riverport 
docks, and in 2012 a Delta Regional 
Authority grant assisted with 
the Port’s expenses in dredging 
the Cargill dock. “We will apply 
for that same funding assistance 
again,” noted Curlin. The 
dredging should take place around 
the same time as last year, the end 
of July or beginning of August. 

Other funding received 
through the State of Kentucky is 
an infrastructure grant from the 
Water Transportation Advisory 
Board for maintenance of the 
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access road for the Cargill Inc. 
grain facility. “We have a stretch 
of road, approximately 600 feet 
long which will be changed from 
asphalt to concrete,” explained 
Curlin. “The grant amount of 
$86,346.50 has been awarded 
to the Port for this work. Cargill 
Inc. will be supplying the other 
half making the total of the 
project $172,693.00. This work 
will be beneficial for both of us.” 

Curlin initiated the grant when he 
was looking at ways to address the 
need to make the necessary repairs. 

Curlin and Hickman Mayor 
David Lattus recently attended a 
meeting with members of the Army 
Corps of Engineers. “During that 
meeting we received an update on 
the levee system,” stated Curlin. 
“A meteorologist provided us with 
projections on the water levels and 
cresting projections on the Cairo 
gauge, with the crest in February 
coming in somewhere between 
25 and 30 feet.” It was also noted 
that the highest predicted water 
levels will be between 28 and 38 
feet in May, and the meteorologist 
also predicted below normal 
rain fall in the next 60 days. 

After approving the Operating 
Report and minutes for January 
2015, the board agreed to pay 
$5,000 to HID A (Hickman 
Industrial Development Agency) 
as part of the contribution for 2014.

tender stems. 

Place seedlings in their own 
clean container filled with moist 
sterile potting mix. Plant the 
young plants at the same depth 
they were growing in the original 
container. 

Thin seedlings started in indi¬ 
vidual containers as needed. If 
you planted several seeds in each 
small container remove all but the 
healtMest one. Prune the weaker 
seedlings to ground level, so the 
remaining seedling can develop 
into a strong transplant for the 
garden. 

Continue to grow your plants 
in a sunny window or under arti¬ 
ficial lights and water thorougMy 
and often enough to keep the soil 
slightly moist. 

Soon it will be time to move 
your homegrown transplants into 
the garden.

Pilots season ends with 51 -43 Loss

Looking at the early season 
roster for the Fulton County 
Pilots basketball team, local fans 
saw a group of experience that 
could possibly make waves in 
both the First District and First 
Region. 

Losing only one starter from 
last season’s team, even Coach 
Mitchell Williamson felt early 
on that the nucleus could return 
the Pilots to great heights in 
the district and in the Regional 
Tournament. 

Fast forward to the First 
District Tournament tMs past 
week at Carlisle County High 
School. 

The (12-16) Pilots came into 
last Tuesday rnght’s game facing 
the (8-17) Fulton City Bulldogs, 
a team that handily beat Fulton 
County 55-47 in Hickman, but 
lost 51-48 in Fulton. 


In undoubtedly the most 
important game at tMs point of 
the season, and one that would 
at least secure a runner-up spot 
in the tournament and Regional 
berth, the Pilots played with one 
of their leading scorers, Davis 
Major, spending almost the entire 
time on the bench. 

Fulton City came out of the gate 
strong taking a 16-9 first quarter 
lead, wMch they increased to 
their largest of the rnght, 26-13, 
with 1:40 before halftime. 

With the Pilots starting the 
second half trailing 26-17, the 
biggest and best quarter of play 
from Coach Williamson’s team 
came during the next eight 
minute period. 

Fulton County mounted an 14- 
4 run, capped off by a Dre Smith 
layup at the 2:50 mark, giving 
them a lead of 31-30, their first 
since early in the first quarter. 

FimsMng the period with a 35- 


Shutter and used to stand across 
from the old Texaco Station. That 
was where the Easley House stood 
for the better part of a century. 

Dad was a genius at picking up 
materials, and we had two piles 
of gravel and sand in the yard 
along with other materials that 
he was accumulating in order to 
build the house. Our neighbor, 
Mr. Floyd Lee Green, Sr. said that 
he was glad to see the building 
start, as he was tired of looking 
at the piles of construction mate¬ 
rials! As mentioned earlier, Dad 
had acquired the rights to the old 
turntable stone. He had the stones 
lifted out one by one and trucked 
to the vicinity of the house site. 
Uncle Paul Choate brought Ms 
teams and hands along with pond 
scoops, called ‘Fresnos’ to dig 
out the basement. It was a com¬ 
modious hole, and the sides were 
cut neatly. Forms were placed on 
the inside of the hole and Mr. Ca- 
ruthers and crew from Hickman 
Lumber Co. made the concrete to 
fill in the sides to make the walls 
and floor of the basement. Dad 
had gotten two large concrete 
blocks with big steel posts em¬ 
bedded that became the structure 
for the upper house. The blocks 
were set into the ground and the 
floor was poured around them. 
Dad had also salvaged an aban¬ 
doned county bridge and used the 


main stringers to lie across the 
steel pipes and that is what holds 
up the house. Instead of a forest 
of posts there are only two and the 
space is more usable. 

Prior to pouring the walls the 
waterline was installed. After 
that, the plates were set and the 
walls were constructed. Mr. Ar¬ 
thur Watkins built the big cMm- 
ney and fireplace that used to be 
in the basement, but has now been 
removed. He also constructed the 
fireplace in the living room. 

A man from Paducah came to 
Hickman and cut the stone and 
with the help of one man he put 
the stone on the house as you 
can see it today. The roofing was 
a made material with strands of 
asbestos in it, and it was to last a 
lifetime. Unfortunately that didn’t 
work out and I finally had the roof 
replaced as it had begun leaking 
in places, much to Dad’s regret. 

So, there are timbers that are 
going on two centuries just east 
of Hickman environs. How about 
that? Dad and Mother built and 
furnished that house for less than 
$5,000. Think you could do that 
today? I suspect not. They were 
just patient and canny and things 
were cheaper then. 

Many pleasant memories of 
that home and the land around it, 
a small home place and the mem¬ 
ories still tug at my heart.

Get a jump on the growing sea¬ 
son by starting your favorite or 
hard to find plants indoors from 
seeds. Starting hard to find plants, 
like many of the heirloom or new¬ 
ly introduced varieties, from seed 
may be the only way you will 
be able to add these to your gar¬ 
den. Plus, you’ll be extending the 
growing season and bringing the 
fun of gardening indoors. 

All you need is a little space, a 
few supplies and of course seeds 
to get started. Check the back of 
your seed packets for planting di¬ 
rections. Most recommend when 
and how to start seeds indoors as 
well as any other special care the 
seedlings will need. 

Purchase, recycle or make your 
own containers from newspaper. 
Samtize used pots by dipping 
them in a one part bleach and nine 
parts water solution and then rins¬ 
ing them with clean water. 

Fill the containers with a sterile 
well-drained potting mix or seed 
starting mix. Once the containers 
are filled, plant the seeds accord¬ 
ing to the seed packet directions. 

For most seeds, plant them 
twice their diameter deep and 
gently water. Continue to wa¬ 
ter often enough to keep the soil 
slightly moist. Extend the time be¬ 
tween watering and increase your 
seed starting success by cover¬ 
ing the container with plastic. Or 
purchase a seed starting kit, like 
the self-watering Growease seed 
starter kits. 

Move your containers to a sun¬ 
ny window as soon as the seed¬ 
lings emerge from the soil. Turn 
plants often to encourage even 
growth. Or increase your success

by growing seedlings under arti¬ 
ficial lights. You can make your 
own light system or purchase 
tabletop, shelf umts or easy to as¬ 
semble light systems, like Stack- 
N-Grow (gardeners.com). Keep 
the lights four to six inches above 
the top of the seedlings for best 
results. As the seedlings grow, be 
sure to maintain tMs distance by 
simply raising the lights or lower¬ 
ing the containers. 

Move overcrowded seedlings to 
larger containers once they have 
two sets of true leaves. The first 
leaves that appear are rather indis¬ 
tinct and are called seed leaves. 

The next set of leaves look more 
like the mature plant’s leaves and 
are called true leaves. Once the 
next set of true leaves forms, it 
is time to transplant overcrowded 
seedlings. 

Use a fork or spoon to carefully 
lift out the seedling. Clusters of 
seedlings can be dug and care¬ 
fully teased apart before planting 
in individual pots. Be careful not 
to pinch and damage the young

The cultural change at FCHS 
has not been lost on Principal 
Ellen Murphy.

“I feel it is a privilege to see 
the cultural change that has 
occurred at Fulton County,” 
said Trent Johnson, also with 
WKCTC. “These students often 
note that their role models are 
Ellen Murphy, Terry Sullivan 
and Ronnie Harper.” 

“Yes, we want you at MSU,” 
noted Lori Mitchum of MSU,

you to go to college somewhere.” 
Mitchum also mentioned names 
of former students who have 
been impacted by the success of 
the Pilot Academy.
